THE STRUGGLE FOR SOUND FINANCE. 
Disgracefal as it is, the unwillingness of 
the majority of both parties in Congress to 
discuss the essential parts of the currency 
question is ‘at ‘least intelligible. On both 
sides, the majority shrink from anything 
that seems likely to occasion inconvenience 
in the management of the Presidential cam- 
paign. Whether the principle involved ‘is 
sound Or-unsound, whether its incorpora- 
‘tion in legislation: tends to benefit or to in- 
jure business interests, whether legislation 
of a certain character is needed to lift the 
financial issue out of politicsand to terminate 
a controversy that will be fraught with 
@ misery as long as it lasts,—are points to 
which the average partisan, Republican or 
Democratic, is indifferent, His sole desire 
is, 80 to manage matters that they. shall 
work advantageously for this or that com- 
bination. CLay’s maxim is reversed. ‘‘ It 
is better to be victorious and wrong than 
right and defeated,” is the idea on which 
Senators‘and Representatives agree to act. 
Final results are. left to chance. Only the 
immediate result is thought of, and that, 
too, from the worst conceivable stand-point, 
Hence the disposition’ prevalent in. both 
houses to evade the currency question. The 
inexpediency of the purpose is 4s glaring as 
its want of principle, but’ in: certain circles 
itpasses for Sagacity, and the audacity with 
which it has ‘been ‘pushed is not without 
effect. 

That which is not intelligible on any basis 
creditable to those whom it concerns, is the 
timidity of the Republicans in Congress 
who are known to cherish sound principles 
and to desire their early application. The 

:unfortinate predicament in which the Pres- 
ident has placed himself can hardly. be 
termed a surprise. It is but another mani-

“letting «well enough alone.” The relue- 
tance to face acknowledged difficulties, and 
to postpone to'a more convenient season the 
performance of a service confessedly neces- 
sary, is in keeping wit the tactics that pre- 
dominate out of doors.. The brief petition 
we printed yesterday, Dearing the names of 
bankers and merchants of both parties; has 
been framed in conformity with the short- 
sighted. policy which prevailsat Washing- 
ton. It is an expression of opinion in favor 
of Mr; Bayanrn’s resolution, which is excel- 
lent, if nothing better can be obtained, 
but which falls far short. of the 
standard that should be upheld by the 
representatives of the wealth, enterprise, 
and financial ‘skill of this’ City. Others 
may temporize,—they at least should set 
forth the whole truth; regardless.of parti-, 
san consequences. While accepting Mr. 
Bayarp’s compromise for what it is worth, 
the circumstances of the time seem ‘to re- 
quire of them ‘an unreserved statement of 
the weak points of our financial system and 
of the means that should be employed to

THE PRESIDENTIAL COUNT AGAIN. 
It is reported from Washington” that. a 
bill. would have been submitted to the 

-isine yesterday by its Committee on the 
Electoral Count, had’ the presentation not 
been prevented by the early adjournment. 
The Chairman of this committee is Mr. 
Grorer A. BICKNELL, of Indiana. The bill 
which he would. have . teported: is. said 
to be substantially identical with what 
was known in ‘the last ‘Congress as 
the Southard bill. It may be briefly dis- 
cribed as a bill to giwe to: the two houses 
of Congress the absolute right to decide all 
disputes regarding Electors, whatever may 
be the decision of the Statein question, and 
for giving to either house the power in cer- 
tain cases to prevent the counting of the 
vote ofa State, ‘The bill provides that if 
there be a disputed election in any State, it 
may be determined by the highest judicial 
tribunal thereof, bat such decision may be 
overruled by the concurrent action of the 
two houses. If there be no such decision, 
the disputed vote shall not be counted un- 
less both houses of Congress agree as to 
which is the lawful vote of the State. 

We have already had: ovcasion to point. 
out the extraordinary assumption of ‘power 
by Congress involved in this proposition, 
on the one hand, and the extraordinary op- 
portunity for factious interference with-en an 
election of President which it affords, on the 
other: We are not left to our own inter-.

The Irish Nationalists in America, or, in other 
words, those of them who are pronouneedly and un- 
reservedly Fenian, have determined that if Mr. Par- 
NELL is to come to this country, the presentation 
of the Irish will not be left to him alone. They 
have cabled au invitation to. Mr. P. J. 
Suyru, the Home Rule member for’ Wertmesth, 
asking him to eome out here, and tendering him, in 
with Mr. PARNELL, a cordial welcome. 

Their motive in taking this step is that these gentle- 
men, who differ between themselves as to the details 
of, Trish poliey, and both of whom differ from those 
who have extended the invitation to Mr. SuyTa, would 
be likely to miake a more complete presentation of 
the Irish case and influence public opinion more 
favorably than if either was to operate by himself.

Mr. SuyTH 
belongs to the school of O’OoNNELL, and has been 
all his life the most ardent disciple of the great 
agitator. ‘‘Repeal of the Union” embraces his entire 
political creed, and this will hardly satisfy the de- 
mands of his would-be. hosts, who’ say themselves 
that ‘the question of Irish nationality shall never be 
lost sight.of. Neither does Mr. SuyrH take part or 
believe in the obstructive tactics of Mr. PanneLu 
and: his associates. Beyond doubt, hip well- 
fnown: ability and. approved honesty would 
give some weight to the presentation of the: Irish 
case here or elsewhere. He is, besides, an eloquent 
speaker. About two years ago a speech made by him 
on one of the late Mr. Burt's annual Home Rule 
motions, was extolled by the English press as being 
unequaled since the famous days of Parliamentary 
eloquence, In Ireland he stands high ass popular 
leadér, and only the other day was solicited to be- 
come a candidate for the County of Tipperary. It is 
always esteemed a great honor to have the confidense 
of the electors ot ‘* the premier county of Ireland,” 
or ‘magnificent Tipperary,” as they are accustomed 
to call it, but Mr, Suyts, while expressing his high 
appreciation of the honor, decided, in case he should 
not retire from political life, to stand by his constitu- 
eney of Westmeath. On the whole, a visit of his 
here for the purpose of agitation is rather prob- 
lematical.

PortTsanp 
recalls the career of the moss successful gambler 
whom the-world probably ever saw, At the death, 
withont male issue, of the second Earl of Buco.sucs, 
whose danghter married the Duke of MonmovurTn, 
Soort,..of. Scotstaryet, became heir male. of the 
house of Scorr, and early in the last.century Scors 
TARVET obtained for his son Joun an Ensigney in 4 
marching regimient.. The lad had. next,to nothing 
beyond his pay, and might have continued to.eke out 
existence in military penury, bat fora remarkable 
aptitude for cards, As time -went, on he contrived 
to extend lis operations, and was, enabled .to fre: 
quent the first; gambling resorts in London, then in 
their heyday. It was the most hard-drinking 
period in . English history, but while. noble lords 
and right honorable gentlemen sat down to the 
eard-table finshed with .wine, Scorr came with a 
head ‘as lear as at 7 in the morning. By degrees 
he aceumulated thousands, then tens, then hundreds 
of thousands. He niarried a lady of excellent Scot 
tish family, but she only brought him daughters, and 
he was anxious for an heir, so quite late in life he be 
eame.the husband of the young and beautiful Lady 
Maky Hay, daughter of the Eatlof Exeoiu. But 
this union was not productive of the desired results. 
Gen. Scort had an aide-de-camp to whom he was great 
ly attached, who resided with him, and, unfortanate 
ly, Lady Mary also became still more attached to this 
gay gentleman. On the morning after.a dinner 
party both were missing. They wore pursued and 
overtaken, but, of course, a divorce took place. 
Lady Mary had no child, but Gen. ScorrT left at his 
death three danuchters by his first wife. It became 
& prime object with Pirr to marry his favorite, 
Grorce CANNING, to one of these great co-heiresses, 
and he succeeded. Another married the. Duke of 
PoRTLAND, and a third the Earl of Moray. But

A very remarka- 
ble cireamstance, certainly, as regards the Ban- 
TINCKS, inasmuch. as two, at least—Lords GrorGm 
and Hsenry—werte eminent sportsmen, and of fine 
physique. . Baleomie, the splendid seat ereated. by 
Gen. Scott, has long since been dismantied. His 
grandson, Lord Henry Bentinck, inherited much 
of his skillat cards, and was long the prime suthority 
on whist at the Portland lub, the head centre of 
London whist-players.. His brother, Lord Gzoras, 
was for some thirty years thé most pfominent turf- 
ite in England, but never. had the luek to win what 
his close ally, Lord BEACONSFIELD, 80 ‘happily 

dubbed “the bluaribbon of the turf ’—the Derby.
